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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to applicant's allegation that 
"collapsible handrail mechanism" is an element of the claims that must be considered and distinguishes from Ellis, it should be noted 
that claim 1 defines the "collapsible handrail mechanism" as Including numerous elements. Ellis has been shown to possess these 
elements and therefore inherently is a "collapsible handrail mechanism" as defined by the claims. If this Is not the case, then the claims 
are incomplete for omitting the necessary structure alleged to make applicant's device a "collapsible handrail mechanism" but not the 
device of Ellis. Nevertheless, for anticipation to exist, one need only show that the claims "read on" some existing structure of the prior 
art. Further, it should be noted that patentability is based on the structural recitations of the claims and not how such structure is 
intended to be used. Finally, applicant has failed to show that Ellis does not perform in the manner specified by the "wherein" clause. 
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
